The value of proper fertilization 
of sugar beets has been demon- 
strated in field tests conducted for 
two years on the Gene Bowles 
ranch in-the Prairie Center area. 

In 1952 sugar beet yields were 
increased from 14.5 tons per acre 
where no fertilizer was applied to 
over, 20 tons per acre with 120 
pounds of actual nitrogen per acre. 
Higher rates of nitrogen during 
that season actually reduced the 
sugar produced per acre. Too high 
a nitrogen level at harvest means 
lower sugar concentrations. With 
a high nitrogen level beets con- 
tinue vegetative growth utilizing 
sugar which should be stored in 
the root, George pointed out.
